Sir, 
I have the honor to forward to you for presentation to Parliament, the Kighth Annual 
Report on the Vital Statistics of Queensland. 

On the 31st December, 1867, the estimated population of the Colony was 99,849, consisting 
of 59,836 males and 40,013 females, the relative proportion of the sexes being on that day 66°87 
females to each 100 males. 

During the year 1867 the following additions were made to the population, viz., 2,529 
males and 1,119 females—in all, 3,648 persons. Of this increase the portion arising from the 
excess of registered births over registered deaths was 2,731 persons, consisting of 1,187 males and

,544 females, the proportion of the sexes in this increase being 130-08 females to males. 
Table 1 shows how the increase of births over deaths was distributed during the four

In the year 1867 the respective numbers were 806 under two years of age, 141 
between the ages of two and five; in all under five years of age, 947: the numerical decrease being, 
below two years of age, 2U2; two and under five, 33; in all under five years of age, 235, being a 


centesimal decrease of deaths under five years of age of 19°88.
